Dr. Natbaniel Butler was a nu^mlier of the Board of Trunteea from 
lOOa to 1^27. He wan President of the HoartI frutu 1021 to 11»27. He woa 
a graduate of CoU>y ('ollege and lat**r Itn Prt'sldenL He tau^lit at Ferry 
Hall 1S75-0. He waw Profejwor hi the Old University of Cbleajcu 
from 1HS4 to IHSii, He was ii inemU'r of the Faculty of The Uulveraity 
of CbleaKo from IS02 to ISDri and from 11K>1 to 11)2^1. 

Dr. liutler luade frinjueiit trltMi to Mt. Carroll aa a Tru»te«>. He made 
himself ftiDiiUar with thi' S<-b<>ol In an unusual decree, and met the Fac-utty 
noeiaUy. As a mark of i^nfldvniv in IIh work he ai*ut his dan»:hter Ji^an- 
<«tte to FranivH Shlmer. from which Hhe wan t^niduateil in WM. He waa a 
<lelii:htful gueitt and an eijually idfal chairman of the Hoard of Truateea, 
preaidluK with exit'iUfonal itiusidrrarkni and i-fflcifney. No ont* ever ap- 
liealed from a derision whcii tu* wart In the i-halr and no one ever failed 
to »;et u hearlitj:. A lon^ life had hrou^ht him Into txuitatt with lartce 
numlM^rs of luterestlnK IMH^pte and from Kueh ansoclattonH he carrltMl much 
away. Whether in thi' Itoard or iu MH-lal ctnivers*'. he U'ft ihe lm|irt>s?»iun 
of a delightful friend. 

Pn^sldent Judson was a meml»er uf the lUiard of Trustw?* fn»m 1906 to 
1925. He was Pn'sidrnt of The rnlvcrsJty of ChlcaKo from 11H>7 to lit£^i 
uiid PrufrHsor In History and lnteruath»tial Law from 1H1>2 to IftOtJ. He 
was the first man ehiKs^n by Prenltlent llariMT for the Faculty of the new 
rnlversliy. lie was always ixirdtal and sym|»athetic and helpful as a 
Trustee of Frautvs Shlmer S<-h<M)l and never failed when aakeil for coun- 
iiel. iXx-asionally he visited the S<*hool utid adilreawed the studeut l>ody. 
Hi* wa« liittrnationally kuoivn as an authority on Amerktin History and 
Political S<4emv. His altitude was con^Tvatlve as Pr»>sidenl and he did 
much to strengthen the fiiiamvs of the Unlvernity. 

Mr, WaUatv Htvkman* note^l t:bU'«Ko lawyer, was Trust«*e of Framvs 
Shimer S^bmd fn»m IIHH* to H»*J.V He tcave attentUm to such le^^l mat- 
ten? as arose while he wa« Trust**!* and atteudiHl wvaslonat meetings of the 
lioard. He rendered great sctvUv to The I'niverslty of I'bieago for years 
from liHi3 as Business Manager and Counsel. 

The S<-h*H»l owes a debt *»f gratitude to tht^' meu which it can never 
r^pay. Their names on the list «>f Trusti-es In the Catalog gave confidence 
far anil wide. No slngie fa<-tor in Its history haa been more influential 
than the preseiuv of these men among the Trustees, Slrangern from far 
and near si-nt their ilaughters lo Mt. farroll when they saw tbewe natm^s 
In the list of TrusK'es. We miss them but tb^'ir influemv abides iih an In- 
spiration.
